We found the Belgians to be 
very happy, friendly people, 
and they asked many questions 
about our great American way 
of life. They were very pro 
American and sought informa- 
tion about “Communism versus 
Capitalism.” With caution they 
told us they were too small to 
be caught in a war of giants 
(referring to us and the Reds),

The trip from Brussells into 
Germany was on a small two 
motored plane, which turned 
out to be a break. for us as we 
got an excellent view of Luxem- 
berg and their quiet and beaut- 
iful land. We crossed free West 
Germany and was over the 
Russian occupied part of Ger- 
many on our way to the City of 
Berlin. As we approached the 
city it appeared to be majestic 
and beautiful but upon enter- 
ing we saw the ruins of great 
biuldings. Although, the Amer- 
icans, British and French had 
lone much, it looked as if it 
would take another twenty 
years to really finish the task of 
rebuilding. 

Berlin is known to be the 
third largest city, in land area; 
it has only 3,300,000 people. 
The Hotel Berlin, where we 
stayed is new and of the Amer- 
ican design. We made several 


at night we enjoyed some of 
their finest entertainment, We 
noted a very sad expression on 
the faces of the people of so 
called “Free Berlin.” They 
never laughed nor smiled, even 
in the entertainment night 
spots. It appeared they trusted 
no one, nor the future. 


Russian Territory 

Our plans were to stay in 
Germany only one day, but 
we were unable to get a flight 
out for another thirty-six hours. 
We decided to take a tour into 
the Russian territory. After re- 
ceiving a good briefing from the 
guide we boarded a bus and got 
to "Check Point Charlie," a so- 
lid concerete and steel 
with an opening hardly large 


enough for the bus to pass| 


through. There we were met 


by two Communist men who| 


would not converse with us, and 
a woman interpreter, who was 
the guide. 

One of the men drove the 
bus and the woman talked and 
bragged about what they had, 
while the other man sat and 
looked at us. They showed us 
the only two undamaged sites 
and allowed us to take pictures; 
buf they discouraged us from 
taking pictures of the ruins. 
However, we were successful 
in getting a picture of a great 
Cathedral that was in ruins 
with trees growing up through 
the crushed masonry. Some of 
the buildings, two and three 
stories, were leveled to the 
ground. 

We quickly noticed that the 
Russians were deliberately pun-
